Casting  a  reflective  view  over  life,  one  can  easily  discern  various  natural 
phases  or  stages  into  which  life  seems  to  divide  itself.

Since  we  have  reached  the  conclusion  of  this 
chapter  it  seems  appropriate  that  we  call  a  halt  and  review  the  past  four  years  in 
the  light  of  the  entire  book  and  try  to  formulate  a  definite  relationship  between  high 
school  and  life  in  general. 

Life  presents  many  problems  and  difficult  situations  which  challenge  the 
ability  and  capacity  of  the  individual  to  the  utmost.  To  meet  these  demands  of  life, 
an  individual  must  be  equipped  with  many  essential  attributes  or  qualities  .which  the 
high  school  has  a  tendency  to  develop.  Among  the  many  which  mignt  be  enumerated, 
the  following  suffice:  intellectual  capacity,  sportsmanship  and  fair  play,  discipline 
and  the  will  to  win. 

One  of  the  outstanding  benefits  to  be  derived  from  a  high  school  education  is 
the  development  of  one's  intellectual  capacity.  By  intellectual  capacity  I  do  not 
necessarily  mean  high  scholastic  attainment,  but  rather  the  power  of  reason  and 
understanding  which  is  so  essential  to  the  solution  of  life's  problems.  We  must  be 
able  to  comprehend  the  true  significance  of  a  situation,  and  this  can  be  done  only 
by  the  application  of  an  adequately  developed  reasoning  power.  We  must  be  able 
to  think  for  ourselves.  Our  high  school  education  has  contributed  only  the  rudiments 
of  this  faculty.  We  must  not  be  content  with  the  intellectual  development  to  which 
we  have  thus  far  attained,  but  must  continually  avail  ourselves  of  the  opportunities 
to  expand  and  broaden  the  scope  of  this  faculty. 

A  high  conception  of  sportsmanship  and  fair  play  is  an  indispensable  quality 
required  of  an  individual  if  he  aspires  to  lead  a  clean  and  commendable  life.  Each  of 
us  must  set  up  for  himself  a  standard  of  fair  play  and  adhere  scrupulously  to  it.  To 
attain  a  real  and  lasting  satisfaction  out  of  life  we  must  cling  steadfastly  to  our 
ideals,  and  never  submit  to  the  lure  of  tempting  offers  which  are  contrary  to  our 
principles.  Never  should  we  acquiesce  and  accept  the  fallacious  reasoning  that  ends 
always  justify  means. 

One  of  the  most  important  qualities  which  success  demands  that  the  indivi- 
dual possess  is  the  will  to  win.  That  zealous  determination  to  overcome  all  obstacles. 
We  seniors,  as  we  come  face  to  face  with  life  in  its  harsher  terms,  must  continually 
maintain  an  enthusiastic  desire  to  conquer  and  never  be  overcome  by  a  defeatist 
atttitude.  When  life's  seemingly  unsurmountable  problems  present  themselves  we 
must  make  a  determined  and  resolute  effort  to  apply  the  idea  embodied  in  our 
class  motto  "A  winner  never  quits  and  a  quitter  never  wins." 

To-night  we  seniors  have  reached  a  junction  in  our  travels.  In  the  past  lies 
our  high  school  days  and  in  the  future.  Life  itself.  High  school  has  provided  us  with 
an  opportunity  to  develop  certain  requisite  qualities,  and  now  Life  is  going  to  give 
us  a  chanca  to  practice  them.  May  each  of  us.  Classmates,  practice  them  with  suc- 
cess.

Of  that  group,  only  five  are  left  to 
graduate.  They  are  Wendell  Anderson,  our  valedictorian,  Gloria  Benjamin,  our 
salutatorian,  Jennie  Blake,  Eunice  De  Bree,  and  Bette  Jane  Zatzke.  Along  this  hill 
many  have  fallen,  and  many  others  have  joined  us. 

After  attending  every  day  for  nine  months  we  were  sorry  to  leave  Miss 
Dorothy  Wiltsie,  our  teacher,  but  yet  were  satisfied  to  have  made  one  step  up  that 
hill  and  glad  to  enter  the  first  grade.  The  previous  year  had  been  spent  in  getting 
used  to  attending  school  and  we  didn't  know  really  what  studying  was  like.  In 
the  first  grade  we  had  the  pleasure  of  being  the  first  pupils  taught  by  Missi  Margaret 
Omness  in  the  Whitehall  school  and,  it  being  our  first  real  year  of  school,  we  were 
very  proud  to  study  out  of  real  textbooks.

Our  next  year  found  us  on  the  third  fioor  in  the  seventh  grade.  We  were 
very  pleased  to  be  able  to  study  'way  up  on  the  third  floor,  but  yet  we  couldn't  see 
how  we'd  ever  be  able  to  climb  an  extra  flight  of  stairs.  But  in  a  short  time  that 
doubt  left  us,  and  the  thought  of  it  never  entered  our  minds  again.  Mrs.  Norris 
decided  that  she  liked  to  teach  the  seventh  grade  better  than  the  sixth  that  year, 
and  that  she  liked  our  group  well  enough  to  teach  us  for  another  year,  so  she  came 
right  along  with  us.

We  have  been  well  represented  in  the  glee  clubs,  band, 
basketball,  baseball,  debating,  and  forensics,  throughout  our  high  school  career. 

So  far 
through  life  we  have  gotten  through  without  quitting,  and  we  have  but  one  thought 
in  mind  and  that  is  to  go  through  our  next  step,  not  as  a  quitter,  but  as  a  winner.
